The Commission released a_ First 
Report and Order which authorized expand- 
ed phone operation on 20 meters last year. 
(See gst June 1983, P. 59.) 

ffective 0001 UTC, September 1, U.S. 
Amateur Radio operators may operate phone 
(A3 and F3 emissions, as well as slow-scan 
televiston and FAX fA4, A5, F4, and F5 
emissions}) on the following frequencies: 
*3750 - 3775_kHz - Amateur Extra; 
*3775 - 3850 kHz - Advanced and up; 
*3850 - 4000 kHz - General and up; 
*21200 - 21225 kHa - Amateur Extra; 
*21225 - 21300 kHz - Advanced and up; 
*21300 - 21450 kHz - General and up; 
*28300 - 29700 kHz - General and up. 

With regard to the 40-meter band, FCC 
concurs with ARRL that phone band expan- 
sion here would be detrimental to CW 
operations; however, the Commission will 
allow phone operation on 7075-7100 kHz in 
Hawaii and other areas near Region 3, 
including Alaska.

2 METER "HANDHELD" RTTY 


In the last issue of the Exciter ,there 
was a short article on the K4BWC Mailbox 
which operates on 147.54 Mhz FM (100 
WP Bardot) When I first heard of this 
system I was anxious to give it a try, 
but being in the “budget hamming" class 
the only 2 m rig I own is the Icom 2AT 
handheld. I felt that if I could get 
the handheld to work through the inter- 
face I was using on HF, I would be able 
to get in on the VHF fun. The Icom 2AT 
has an input for the external mike with 
push-to-talk capability. The PTT and 
audio input from the mike both share the 
same line. I worked up the simple cir- 
cuit shown below and it has provided a 
very reliable method for keying the 2AT 
while the RTTY tones are applied. Using 
just a ground plane antenna at 25', I 
can get into the Hailbox just fine with 
less than 300 mw of output power. (ihe 
distance from my QTH to the Mailbox lo- 
cation is around 5 miles.) I am using 

a VIC-20 computer with a homebrew inter- 
face, but this system works well using 
the popular Kantronics interface. Good 
luck and hope to see you on the Mailbox.
